of Judge Kunkel to make a statement. 
Mr. Rothermel instantly objected. 
Deputy Attorney General Cunning­ 
ham sprang to the witness, soized tho 
paper, gave it a hurried glance and then 
turned it over to Attorney General 
Todd, who carefully stowed it away 
without disclosing Its contents. 


Meanwhile I-*ewis was on his feet de­ 
claring to Judge Kunkel that Mr. Roth­ 
ermel had impeached the veracity of 
his statements and dragged In the fact 
that he was a defendant to discredit his 
testimony and that he be allowed to 
put the letter in evidence.

ress to make the selection for them. 
At first her choice of luncheons was 
ottcn unsatisfactory, but frcm their 
frequent visits the young woman has 


' gradually learned their likes ar.d dis- 
! likes until she now rarely orders a 


luncheon which is not to their tastes. 


' Another 
detail 
which 
is 
carefully 


looked after by the waitress is that 
the pepper, salt, and other table ac- 


i cessories are always in the same rela- 


tive positions on the table, so that the 
blind men have no trouble in select- 
ing them.—Philadelphia Record.

In these 
images cf old mysterious men, with 
their dwarfs and eunuchs and fight- 
ing foliowers. there is the . revived 
sense of something remote and hos- 
tile, the product of an alien world. 
The influence of a city which is made 
OUT. of the ruin of empires, where 
the very foundations of each new 
house are dug through dead men's 
bones, has transformed in so short 
a time this violent, dominent race 
Into that '"Sick Man." around whose 
bedside 
to-day 
the 
nations are 


gathered in furtive lust for his in- 
heritance- 


City Full of Knmcrs. 


The city is full of i-amcr. 
These 


Europeanized, 
twentieth - century 


crowds which shamble through the 
narrow streets or -sit inscrutable at 
the doors of their little houses are 
enduring one of the most amazing 
systems of government which the 
world has ever seen. It Is the later 
Roman empire equipped with all the 
resources 
of modern 
science; the 


Louis XI. of romance armed with the 
telegraph a^d the Mauser rifle. 
In 


that modest villa of Yildiz, with its 
pleasant park set high above the Bos- 
phoriss. they are listening at the end 
cf wires which stretch to Salonica 
and Bagdad. 
The whole enormous 


disarray of the Turkish Empire, rul- 
ing ten racss and religions, 5s con- 
centrated here in the hands of one 
man: in the eyes of some, half pat- 
riot: in 
the eyes of 
others, half 


maniac: to all. wholly despotic and 
triumphant. His 
direct 
nominees, 


sent forth 
from the 
palace, reign 


over the distant provinces, but they 
can never cut the controlling wire; 
his spies go out to watch his Gover- 
nors, and his spies to watch his spies. 
Tales are told of the result of this 
system -which would be incredible if 
they were not authentic. 
It is not a 


Turkish despotism; it is a machine 
which enlists men of talent who will 
accept its conditions from all races; 
there are Greeks, Albanians, Arabs 
and Syrians 
even 
in 
the highest 


places. 


The conscrship scents danger from 


afar, and when in doubt destroys. A 
Turk 
publishes 
an 
encyclopaedia 


from which all references to Turkish 
affairs is sedulously removed. 
The 


second 
edition is 
suddenly confis- 


cated. 
He 
inquires .the 
reason. 


"What of this:" he is told. 
"You 


describe here a tribe in Central Asia 
which worships a tree. 
When the 


tree does not give them what they 
desire they cut it down. Do you 
think we don't know what you mean 
by the 'tribe" and the 'tree'?" The 
River Maritza is supposed to be in- 
cluded in the ambitions of a greater 
Bulgaria. 
Certain translations are 


expunged from a Bulgarian hymn 
book. 
Among others, 
"Shall We 


Gather at the River!" 
"You think 


us fools." is the explanation. 
"Do 


you think we are so stupid as not to 
see that this 'beautiful,' 
'shining' 


river at which your children are being 
taught to 'gather' is the Maritza?" 
The Governor of Pera sends to a 
merchant (an English subject) a de- 
mand for four hundred pounds.

"When the Sultan Dies.** 


Mr. Wells pictures a whole popu- 


lation waiting for change, good or 
ill, 
'"when the Sleeper -wakes." 
The 


East is waiting for change, "when 
the Sultan dies."' We heard it every- 
where; in 
Bulgaria, at 
Constanti- 


nople, at Salonica. in Macedonia. 
It 


is the inevitable end of despotic gov- 
ernment. 
No one knows who the 


i new Sul'.an will be. 
No one knows 


what be will be. There may be plot 
and adventure fermenting in those 
crowded city lanes which seem so in- 
curious and tranquil. There may be 
—as in so many similar autocracies 
—provincial risings at the moment 
of change. 
There are rumors of a 


reforming party in Anatolia, of dis- 
affection in the army. 


Meantime Abdul Hamid, now an 


old man, ill and perhaps a little tired 
of it all, drifts toward an end which 
cannot be far distant. 
Last year, 


when it was rumored that he was dy- 
ing, there was panic in tlie palace. 
The creatures gathered there, sud- 
denly 
apprehending that 
all their 


power might perish in a night, were 
filled with terrors; 
heaping their 


possessions together, demanding pro- 
tection of the embassies in fear of 
violence. One sees such a vision as 
those which once filled the mediae- 
val world with a sense of wonder 
at the passing of all earthly great- 
ness; he whose word brought rejoic- 
ing or confusion to so many, sudden- 
ly stricken down; the courtiers tear- 
ing down the rich curtains, hastily 
grabbing at the gold and jewels, 
fleeing forth into the 
night; the 


"'King of Kings" alone, silent for- 
ever, a little dust. 


And all the while the bewildering 


beauty of the place exercises an ever- 
deepening enchantment; until noth- 
ing seems to matter but this spell of 
transfiguring loveliness. 
Time and 


the working of some hidden alchemy 
have laid kindly hands even upon the 
ruin of men's anger and idleness and 
transformed all things into a vision 
of delight. It is there, in the streets 
of the city, with the huddled wooden 
houses, throwing their 
projecting 


eaves and gables over the narrow 
pathways; 
in -tiny 
balconies, and 


vines fiung from one brown roof to 
another, and crumbling walls set in 
a green desert of forsaken* gardens. 
You may find it in those Turkish 
cemeteries, which occupy enormous 
spaces in a confusion of forgotten 
tombs, with tall cypresses sheltering 
the 
narrow, 
crooked 
gravestones, 


spread over the winding, sandy ways. 
It has conquered the long walls which 
march for many miles across hill and 
valley and kept the gate of Europe 
for 600 years. Where once such fu- 
rious eonfliet^raged, and here the 
Arab was destroyed, and here the 
Crusaders burst through; and here 
the Turk finally broke into the city; 
now the;v stand innocuous,- unguard- 
ed, with ivy and wild vines clinging 
to the crumbling battlements, and 
butterflies flitting among the yellow 
grasses and wild Sowers. 


A Little Cemetery. 


But I think the sense of magic, in 


a dream world, was most insistent 
one evening when we drifted across 
the narrow seas which separate Scu- 
tari from Stamboul. 
We had been 


visiting the little csmetery. so piously 
tended, with its inscriptions, "Died 
of wounds received at Inkerman,"' 
''Of disease contracted before Sebas- 
topol," and its 7000 nameless British 
dead. 
The full flood of the Bosphc- 


rus, sweeping forward under the wind 
of evening, carried us gently toward 
Europe again. 
The cicy stood up in 


the sunset, on its seven hills, mosque 
and minaret and tower dark against 
a great fiare of orange and crimson 
and purple; -while behind the lights 
of Asia and the Scutari beacon shone 
out beneath a darkening sky. 
In 


that sleeping tide of waters, "too full

Firit lrr»pres«lon Upon Entering Turklah Capital i% the •'Comical Red Fe*" 
--A Syrttbol of Loyalty--Women Hardly Ever Seen in the City's 
Streets--Cosmopolitan Town Full of Confusion. 


The first impression is that of a 
head-dress; the whole population in 
the crowded streets wearing exactly 
similar 
hats—the 
comical 
red 
fez, 
which symbolizes loyalty to the Turk- 
ish 
rule. 


The second is of the almost com- 
plete absence 
of 
women 
in 
the 
streets. 
This 
swarming, 
hurrying 
multitude which streams continuous- 
ly over the old wooden bridge 
flung 
across the Golden Horn, and 
gives 
all tho town 
the appearance of 
a 
restless antheap, is made up almost 
entirely of men in various clothes and 
red hats. 


And the third is of confusion—a 
confusion which is full of picturesque 
elements, and to the tolerant 
mind 
not 
unpleasing. 
Drivers, 
uttering 
v/eird cries, 
force 
their 
vehicles 
through the solid mob of pedestrians; 
here traflic is delayed by three men 
rolling an enormous barrel up 
the 
hill: licro swing by a line of donkeys 
bc-ariiig panniers of bricks, bumping 
against the passersby; 
here, 
again, 
men lunge into the chaos 
bearing 
bedsteads 
or pieces of 
machinery 
slung on long, 
flexible 
poles. 
The 
whole is pent up in narrow, winding 
street?, with tall houses, which almost 
shut out the sky, paved with cobble- 
stones, which cut the feet and render 
the noise intolerable. 
And 
around 
all are the brown curs which seem 
the most congruous 
inhabitants 
of 
the hive, which are always being run 
over or trod on, but which 
always 
escape to 
make the 
night tuneful 
v^^ith their dolorous howlings 
when 
the sound of the human traflic has 
died away. 


It 
is a 
cosmopolitan 
city, 
with 
three hundred thousand 
Greeks, 
as 
many Jews and Armenians, with the 
Turk dominant, but now soarcely dis- 
tinguishable in his sombre European 
garb from the races which he con- 
trols. 
It is difficult to identify these 
stout, smiling 
persons, or 
shabby, 
good-natured soldiers, with the race 
which 
held 
Christendom 
in 
terror 
for so many centuries. Visit the little 
Museum 
of the Janissaries, at 
the 
side of the Hippodrome, and you will 
pass back again from these 
hybrid 
descendants to the genuine 
Asiatic 
conqueror. 
For here is the East as 
it was for so long seen in nightmare 
by a 
terrified 
Europe. 
Waxwork 
figures 
dressed in fantastic garments, 
arrogant, indifferent, cruel. 
In these 
images of old mysterious men, with 
their dwarfs and eunuchs and 
fight-

which worships a tree.

Kiver Maritza is supposed to be in- 
cluded in the ambitions of a greater 
Bulgaria.

book.

us fools," is the explanation. 
"Do

taught to 'gather' is the 
Maritza?" 
'Hiq Gpvernor

and that if 
he refuses 
he will be 
killed. 


"When the Sultan Dies.'* 


Mr. Wells pictures a whole popu- 
lation waiting for change, good 
or 
ill, "when the Sleeper wakes." 
The 
East is waiting for change, 
"when 
the Sultan dies." 
We heard It every- 
where; in 
Bulgaria, at 
Constanti- 
nople, at Salónica, in Macedonia. 
It 
is the Inevitable end of despotic gov- 
ernment. 
No ope knows who 
the 
new Sultan will be. 
No one knows 
what he will be. 
There may be plot 
and 
adventure fermenting in 
those 
crowded city lanes which seem so in- 
curious and tranquil. 
There may be 
— a s in so many similar autocracies 
—provincial risings at the moment 
of change. 
There are rumors of a 
reforming party in Anatolia, of dis- 
affection in the army. 


Meantime Abdul Hamid, now 
an 
old man, ill and perhaps a little tired 
of it all, drifts toward an end which 
cannot be far distant. 
Last 
year, 
when it was rumored that he was dy- 
ing, there was panic in the palace. 
The creatures gathered there, 
sud- 
denly 
apprehending that 
all their 
power might perish in a night, were 
filled 
with terrors; 
heaping their 
possessions together, demanding pro- 
tection of the embassies in fear of 
violence. 
One sees such a vision as 
those which once filled the mediae- 
val world with a sense of 
wonder 
a t the passing of all earthly great- 
ness; he whose v/ord brought rejoic- 
ing or confusion to so many, sudden- 
ly stricken down; the courtiers tear- 
ing down the rich curtains, 
hastily 
grabbing 
at the 
gold 
and 
jewels, 
fleeing 
forth into the 
night; 
the 
"King of Kings" alone, silent 
for- 
ever, a little dust. 


And all the while the bewildering 
beauty of the place exercises an ever- 
deepening enchantment; 
until noth-: 
ing seems to matter but this spell of 
transfiguring loveliness. 
Time 
and 
the working of some hidden alchemy 
have laid kindly hands even upon the 
ruin of men's anger and idleness and 
transformed all things into a vision 
of delight. 
It is there, in the streets 
of the city, with the huddled wooden 
houses, 
throwing 
their 
projecting 
eaves and 
gables 
over the 
narrow 
pathways; 
in -tiny 
balconies, 
and 
vines fiung from one brown roof to 
another, and crumbling walls set in 
a green desert of forsaken' gardens. 
You may 
find 
it in those 
Turkish 
cemeteries, which occupy 
enormous 
spaces in a confusion 
of 
forgotten 
tombs, with tall cypresses sheltering 
the 
narrow, 
crooked 
gravestones, 
spread over the winding, sandy ways. 
It has conquered the long walls which 
march for many miles across hill and 
valley and kept the gate of Europe 
for 600 years. 
Where once such fu- 
rious conflict'^ra"ged, and 
here 
the 
Arab was destroyed, and 
here 
the 
Crusaders burst through", and 
here 
the Turk finally broke into the city; 
now thex, stand innocuousf unguard- 
ed, with Ivy and wild vines clinging 
to the crumbling 
battlements, 
and 
butterflies 
flitting 
among the yellow 
grasses and wild 
flowers. 


A Little Cemetery, 


But I think the sense of magic, in 
a dream world, was most 
insistent 
one evening Avhen we drifted across 
the narrow seas which separate Scu- 
tari from Stamboul. 
We had 
been 
visiting the little cemetery, so piously 
tended, with its inscriptions, 
"Died 
of

Inkerman," 
"Of disease contracted before Sebas- 
topol," and its 7000 nameless British 
dead. 
The full flood of the Bospho- 
rus, sweeping forward under the wind 
of evening, carried us gently toward 
Europe again. 
The city stood up in 
the sunset, on its seven hills, mosque 
and minaret and tower dark against 
a great flare of orange and crimson 
and purple; while behind the lights 
of Asia and the Scutari beacon shone 
out 
beneath 
a darkening sky. 
In 
that sleeping tide of waters, "too full 
for sound or foam," we were borne 
through a magical twilight into the 
sea-gate of Constantinople; with the 
new moon of Ramazan, hung like a 
lamp over San Sophia, sailing high 
above a fairy city, and all the havoc 
of human folly lost In a vision of 
splendor and repose.—C. F. G. Mas- 
terman, in the London Daily News.

Traveling in Constantinople. 


First Impression Upon Entering Turkish Capital Is the "Comical Red Fez” 
--A Symbol of Loyalty--Women Hardly Ever Seen In the City*» 
Streets - - Cosmopolitan 


The first impression is that of a 
head-dress; the whole population in 
the crowded streets wearing exactly 
similar hats—the comical red fez, 
which symbolizes loyalty to the Turk­ 
ish rule. 


The second is of the almost com­ 
plete absence 
of 
women 
in the 
streets. 
This 
swarming, 
hurrying 
multitude which streams continuous­ 
ly over the old wooden bridge flung 
across the Golden Horn, and gives 
all tho town the appearance of a 
restless antheap, is made up almost 
entirely of men in various clothes and 
red hats. 


And the third is of confusion—a 
confusion which is full of picturesque 
elements, and to the tolerant mind 
not 
unpleasing. 
Drivers, 
uttering 
weird cries, 
force 
their 
vehicles 
through the solid mob of pedestrians; 
here trailic is delayed by three men 
rolling an enormous barrel up the 
hill; hero swing by a line of donkeys 
bearing panniers of bricks, bumping 
against the passersby; here, again, 
men lunge into the chaos bearing 
bedsteads 
or pieces of 
machinery 
slung on long, flexible poles. 
The 
whole is pent up in narrow, winding 
street«, with tall houses, which almost 
shut out the sky, paved with cobble­ 
stones, which cut the feet and render 
the noise intolerable. 
And around 
all are the brown curs which seem 
the most congruous inhabitants of 
the hive, which are always being run 
over or trod on, but which always 
escape to 
make the 
night tuneful 
with their dolorous howlings when 
the sound of the human traflic has 
died aw*ay. 


It is a cosmopolitan city, with 
three hundred thousand Greeks, as 
many Jews and Armenians, with the 
Turk dominant, but now scarcely dis­ 
tinguishable in his sombre European 
garb from the races which he con­ 
trols. 
It is difficult to identify these 
stout, smiling 
persons, or 
shabby, 
good-natured soldiers, with the race 
Avhich held Christendom in terror 
for so many centuries. Visit the little 
Museum of the Janissaries, at the 
side of the Hippodrome, and you will 
pass back again from these hybrid 
descendants to the genuine Asiatic 
conqueror. 
For here is the East as 
it was for so long seen in nightmare 
by a 
terrified 
Europe. 
Waxwork 
figures dressed in fantastic garments, 
arrogant, indifferent, cruel. In these 
images of old mysterious men, with 
their dwarfs and eunuchs and fight­ 
ing followers, there is the .revived 
sense of something remote and hos­ 
tile, the product of an alien world. 
The influence of a city which is made 
out of the ruin of empires, where 
tho very foundations of each new 
house are dug through dead men’s 
bones, has transformed in so short 
a time this violent, dominent race 
into that “Sick Man/' around whose 
bedside 
to-day 
the 
nations are 
gathered in furtive lust for his in­ 
heritance. 


City Full of Rumors. 


The city is full of :umor. 
These 
Europeanized, 
twentieth - century 
crowds which shamble through the 
narrow streets or -sit inscrutable at 
the doors of their little houses are 
enduring one of the most amazing 
systems of government which the 
world has ever seen. 
It is the later 
Homan empire equipped with all the 
resources 
of modern 
science; the 
Louis XI. of romance armed with the 
telegraph and the Mauser rifle. 
In 
that modest villa of Yildiz, with its 
pleasant park set high above the Bos­ 
phorus, they are listening at the end 
of wires which stretch to Salonica 
and Bagdad. 
The whole enormous 
disarray of the Turkish Empire, rul­ 
ing ten races and religions, is con­ 
centrated here in the hands of one 
man; in the eyes of some, half pat­ 
riot; in 
the eyes of 
others, half 
maniac; to all, wholly despotic and 
triumphant. 
His 
direct 
nominees, 
sent forth 
from the 
palace, reign 
over the distant provinces, but they 
can never cut the controlling wire; 
his spies go out to watch his Gover­ 
nors, and his spies to wratch his spies. 
Tales are told of the result of this 
system w'hich would be incredible if 
they were not authentic. 
It is not a 
Turkish despotism; it is a machine 
which enlists men of talent who will 
accept its conditions from all races; 
there are Greeks, Albanians, Arabs 
and Syrians 
even 
in 
the highest 
places. 


The consorship scents danger from 
afar, and w’hen in doubt destroys. A 
Turk 
publishes 
an 
encyclopaedia 
from which all references to Turkish 
affairs is sedulously removed. 
The 
second 
edition is 
suddenly confis­ 
cated. 
He 
inquires ,the 
reason. 
“ What of this!” he is told, 
“ You 
describe here a tribe in Central Asia 
which worships a tree. 
When the 
tree does not give them what they 
desire they cut it down. 
Do you 
think we don’t know what you mean 
by the ‘tribe’ and the ‘tree’?" 
The 
Kiver Maritza is supposed to be in­ 
cluded in the ambitions of a greater 
Bulgaria. 
Certain translations are 
expunged from a Bulgarian hymn 
book. 
Among 
others, 
“Shall We 
Gather at the River!” 
“ You think

if 
he refuses 
he will be 


us fools,” is the explanation. 
“Do 
you think we are so stupid as not to 
see that 
this ‘beautiful/ 
‘shining’ 
river at which your children ^re being 
taught to ‘gather* is the Maritza?” 
The Governor of Pera sends to a 
merchant (an English subject) a de­ 
mand for four hupdred pounds. The 
merchant asks W'hy he should pay. 
He receives answer that the amount 
bas gone up to seven hundred ppjnd* 


and that 
killed. 


“When the Sultan Dies.’* 


Mr. Wells pictures a whole popu­ 
lation waiting for change, good or 
ill, “when the Sleeper wakes.” 
The 
East is waiting for change, “when 
the Sultan dies.” We heard it every­ 
where; in 
Bulgaria, at 
Constanti­ 
nople, at Salonica, in Macedonia. 
It 
is the inevitable end of despotic gov­ 
ernment. 
No ope knows who the 
new Sultan will be. 
No one knows 
what he will be. 
There may be plot 
and adventure fermenting in those 
crowded city lanes which seem so in­ 
curious and tranquil. 
There may be 
— as in so many similar autocracies 
— provincial risings at the moment 
of change. 
There are rumors of a 
reforming party in Anatolia, of dis­ 
affection in the army. 


Meantime Abdul Hamid, now an 
old man, ill and perhaps a little tired 
of it all, drifts toward an end which 
cannot be far distant. 
Last year, 
when it was rumored that he was dy­ 
ing, there was panic in the palace. 
The creatures gathered there, sud­ 
denly 
apprehending that 
all their 
power might perish in a night, were 
filled 
with terrors; 
heaping their 
possessions together, demanding pro­ 
tection of the embassies in fear of 
violence. 
One sees such a vision as 
those which once filled the mediae­ 
val world with a sense of wonder 
at the passing of all earthly great­ 
ness; he whose word brought rejoic­ 
ing or confusion to so many, sudden­ 
ly stricken down; the courtiers tear­ 
ing down the rich curtains, hastily 
grabbing at the gold and jewels, 
fleeing 
forth into the 
night; the 
“King of Kings” alone, silent for­ 
ever, a little dust. 


And all the while the bewildering 
beauty of the place exercises an ever- 
deepening enchantment; until noth^ 
ing seems to matter but this spell of 
transfiguring loveliness. 
Time and 
the working of some hidden alchemy 
have laid kindly hands even upon the 
ruin of men’s anger and idleness and 
transformed all things into a vision 
of delight. 
It is there, in the streets 
of the city, with the huddled wooden 
houses, 
throwing 
their 
projecting 
eaves and gables over the narrow 
pathways; 
in-tiny 
balconies, and 
vines flung from one brown roof to 
another, and crumbling walls set in 
a green desert of forsaken* gardens. 
You may find it in those Turkish 
cemeteries, which occupy enormous 
spaces in a confusion of forgotten 
tombs, with tall cypresses sheltering 
the 
narrow, 
crooked 
gravestones, 
spread over the winding, sandy ways. 
It has conquered the long walls which 
march for many miles across hill and 
valley and kept the gate of Europe 
for 600 years. 
Where once such fu­ 
rious conflict^ra'ged, and here the 
Arab was destroyed, and here the 
Crusaders burst through; and here 
the Turk finally broke into the city; 
now the& stand innocuous* unguard­ 
ed, with ivy and wild vines clinging 
to the crumbling battlements, and 
butterflies flitting among the yellow 
grasses and wild flowers. 


A Little Cemetery. 


But I think the sense of magic, in 
a dream world, was most insistent 
one evening when we drifted across 
the narrow seas which separate Scu­ 
tari from Stamboul. 
We had been 
visiting the little cemetery, so piously 
tended, with its inscriptions, “Died 
of wounds received at Inkerman,” 
“Of disease contracted before Sebas­ 
topol,” and its 7000 nameless British 
dead. 
The full flood of the Bospho­ 
rus, sweeping forward under the wind 
of evening, carried us gently toward 
Europe again. 
The city stood up in 
the sunset, on its seven hills, mosque 
and minaret and tower dark against 
a great flare of orange and crimson 
and purple; while behind the lights 
of Asia and the Scutari beacon shone 
out beneath a darkening sky. 
In 
that sleeping tide of waters, “too full 
for sound or foam,” we were borne 
through a magical twilight into the 
sea-gate of Constantinople; with the 
new moon of Ramazan, hung like a 
lamp over San Sophia, sailing high 
above a fairy city, and all the havoc 
of human folly lost In a vision of 
splendor and repose.— C. F. G. Mas- 
tennan, in the London Daily News.

While walking on tho tracks of the 
Allegheny Valley Railroad at Kittanniug 
Samuel Salliday, John Miller and August 
Hettler were killed by a traiu, 


Mrs. Cathariue Hartman, of Red Lion 
attended her mother’s fuueral last Satur­ 
day and contracted such a sever cold 
that she died the next day. 


Mrs. Kathrina Beckman, 98 years old, 
of Shamokin, was burned to death. Her 
dress was ignited by a stove while she 
was alono in tho house. 


Louis and Michael Blake, of Bradford, 
while walking on tho Buffalo, Rochester 
and Pittsburg railroad, were killed by a 
fast train on Tuesday. 


Three foreigners were killed and six 
others seriously injured when the boilers 
in the Welch brick plant at Monaca, ox* 
ploded, the water pipes having frozen.

A dynamite bomb was exploded under 
the general store of Samuel Letsovic, at 
Export, demolishing the building and 
causing a fire which damage adjoining 
property to the extent of $10,000. Re­ 
cently Letsovic received threatening let­ 
ters from an alleged Black Hand society, 
and the authorities believe tho outrage 
can be traced to this source.

There ust>d to be a time when the ver- 
iest shavotail who dared to get mar- 
ried kept a good cow. 
Out 
on the 
-plains there was 
grass galore. 
In 
some western posts you could keep a 
cow out on public grass nearly 
every 
month in the round year. 
When the 
word came to pull up and move sta- 
tion there was little trouble in selling 
a good cow, either to the troops who 
wore coming IH or to some nearoy set- 
tler. 
In those days we could live bet- 
ter and cheaper and there was solid 
satisfaction in producing that part of 
the table supplies. 
Now with the in- 
crease of the army since the Spanish 
war, there aro too many oiilcers who 
came from city life and aro as help- 
less as quartermasters and 
commis- 
saries as babes in swaddling clothes. 


"The old sergeants are now fewer 
and iarther 
between. 
Flush 
times 
and low relative pay give us a rather 
lower class of men in the ranks, and 
the old time zeal In garden work is 
gone. 
Besides, the prospect of going 
to Cuba 
or 
the Philippines 
on a 
week's notice in midseason crushes 
out all desire to garden. 
Then, too, 
the posts 
are growing 
bigger and 
there is not so much ground available. 
A good acre of rich western land used 
to provide fresh vegetables for a com- 
pany. 
I rememher a remarkably fine 
garden my company had once at Leav- 
enworth. 
Now -there would 
have to 
be forty gardens there. 
Our men In 
the Philippines do not try to garden. 
Our vegetables are a delusion there. 
Thpy start and grow, but do not pro- 
duce."—From the

Gave Family Names to 30,000 Indians. 


Dr. EcMmm 
ot Amherst, Himself a Full Blooded Sioux, Tells of 


His Remarkable T«sk. 


Dr. Charles A. Eastman of Amherst 
is noaring the completion of one of the 
most remarkable tasks undertaken by 
a citizen of the United States, 


This task was the seemingly almost 
impossible one of giving family names 
to some 30.000 or more Indians. 


Dr. Eastman Is himself a full-blöod- 
ed Sioux and is a graduate of Dart- 
mouth College of the Class of 1887 and 
of Boston rniversity Medical school. 
His Indian name was Ahlysea. 


The necessity for this work Is large- 
ly because of the fact that the allot- 
ment of lands makes it particularly 
desirable that family names be as- 
signed to the Indians, so that deeds 
can be given and records made, 
The 
demands of modern, civilization 
in 
many other respects make It highly 
desirable that such names of "Afrald- 
of-a-I3oar." 
" R a i n - i n - t h e - F a c e e t c . , 
should give way to regular family 
names. 


Dr. Eastman is a native of the state 
of Minnesota and 
is 59 years 
old, 
though one would hardly credit him 
with such years. 
He bears all the 
characteristics of an Indian, tall and 
straight, and is a most striking fig- 
ure. 


He received his appointment four 
years ago. 
The matter of renaming 
tho Indians has been considered dur- 
ing several administralions, but no 
systematic work was 
begun 
until 
Roosevelt's administration began. The 
president became particularly 
inter- 
ested in this matter. 
He gave his per- 
sonal attention to it, and Dr. Eastman 
then received the appointment to do 
the work, 


Tho Indians own much land and 
property, but not having a family sur- 
name it became difficult to transfer 
such property. 


To some extent a renaming had been 
carried on by missionaries and Indian 
agents, but no systematic W03:'k was 
done until Dr. Eastman took the mat- 
ter in charge. 


Dr. Eastman is a particularly inter- 
esting man to meet. 
He is quaintly 
original, lives in a modest 
cottage 
house, has a library well-filled with 
good reading and reference books. He 
enjoys a fireplace and has the walls 
of his den decorated with the many 
souvenirs he has secured in the In- 
dian country. 


He married Elaine Goodale. the well- 
•known poetess and 
former 
teacher 
and supervisor of Indian schools. 
Five 
pretty girls and one boy make up his 
family. If not for his bronzed features 
one would take Dr. Eas'man for a ty- 
pical hospitable New Englander. 
He 
is interesting to talk Mith, much in- 
terested in his work and outskopen and 
determined in his tastes. 


A few evenings ago a Sunday Post 
representative met him 
before 
tho 
cheerful fireplace of his Cottcge street 
home. "Yes. I'm happy in my h o m e - 
happy in my work," he said. 


"My work is done in the summer 
during the four or five months of 
warm weather. Usually I take up a res- 
ervation and endeavor 
to cover 
it 
thoroughly in one season unless it is a 
large one. 


"I overhaul the land recorc's of the 
various families and also take a cen- 
sus so that no one will escape me. In 
many 
instances I even revise 
the 
names of Indians v/ho have b?en dead 
15 or 25 years, because they owned 
tracts of land that are not transfer- 
able for 25 years. 


renaming my principal idea is 
to eliminate names that are loo long, 
and the system I follov/ is to select 
tho shortest name of the generation— 
from tho grandfather down. 


'•When I have the surname de er- 
mined upon I then attach the Chiiatian 
name of each member of the family. 
Practically all Indians under 35 have 
been to school 
and 
have 
Christian 
names. 


*'As a rule the Indians take kindly 
to this v/ork. 


**Many names symbolize by 
some 
gesture or act of animal or bird an ex- 
ploit or a characteristic. 
*Bear-Look- 
ing-Around' recognizes the alertness of 
some ancestor symbolized by a bear 
that was watchful as to what was go- 
ing on about him, 


»»English equivalents cqpslsting of 
two words are commonly united in one. 
Such are Reuben Anotherday, Albert 
Blacktomahawk,

''The Indian of today is 50 percent, 
and even more, better, as far as busi- 
ness is concerned than 10 years ago. 
But he is in sort of a transitory state, 
and civilization is being sort of forced 
upon him in such a way that it gives 
him too much indoor 
and 
business 
life, which ho is never used to. and 
which has overthrown to aii extent his 
physical strength. 
He has 
inherited 
that ability to develop, but his new 
environment makes him feeble. 


"To go back to the Indian." the 
doctor said reflectively; "as 
I know 
the two races, the 
wiiite 
and 
the 
red. I am certain they do not know 
that the Indian is an untutored wild 
man. and that he does not believe in 
civilization. 
Tho Indian looks at the 
white man as a man of labor and in- 
dustry. and that is all he soes^ 
he 
doesn't look at the artistic side—his 
books, music, etc. One is the opposite 
of the other and neither race 
under- 
stands the principles of the other, 


*'The Indian believes that every man 
is equal and should enjoy everything 
equally, that all have an equal right 
to oxist. 
The Indian has the greatest 
admiration for any animal that shows 
an ability for outwitting man or other 
animals, and that accounts for many 
of the strange Indian names. 
The In- 
dian believes war is an instrument of 
the Great Mystery. 


"An Indian cannot be born great in 
the eyes of his tribesmen.

the 
glory and honor he can have 
is that 
which he Avins in contest or

Though his ancestors may be 
great, he does not receive their name

shoots with only one hand, with guns 
of especially light weight, manufac- 
tured for him. this record is regarded 
as phenomenal.

Wiliiam B. Piiion Believes Altered 
Conditions Must Be Met by 
Publishers—Raw Mate- 
rials Higher. 


Makers of White Paper, He Says, Have 
Been Absorbing Losses on 
Long Contracts. 


DUE TO NATURAL CONDITIONS 


Vicc-rrcsidont of Great Northern Com- 
pany Defines Causes of Advance 
in Cost of Its Product. 


That the Increased cost of white 
paper, which is causing much 
dis- 
cussion among publishers of one cent 
newspapers, is due solely to natural 
and logical causes and in no way 
to arbitrary action on the part of 
niouopolistic interests was 
asserted 
yesterday by "William B. Dillon, vice- 
president 
of the Great 
Northern 
Paper Company, who is recognized 
as among the foremost authorities 
on American 
paper manufacturing. 
In a statement to the Herald he dis- 
cussed the entire problem in its many 
varied phases. 
This company is the 
largest single producer of paper in 
the world, except the 
International 
Paper Company Avith its more than a 
score of mills. 


Mr. Dillon advanced the conten- 
tion that, with the present trend of 
conditions, 
newspaper 
publishers 
should base the- price of their publi- 
cations on the cost of raw material 
used, just as does the manufacturer 
in any section of the industrial field. 
The newspaper publisher, he assert- 
ed, is literally a purveyor to the pub- 
lic in practically the same way as the 
proprietor of a general store or any 
dealer who sells wares that meet a 
public demand or necessity. 


Under conditions which have been 
caused 
by 
the 
progress 
of 
recent 
years Mr. Dillon believes that 
the 
day of cheap newspaper^ is drawing 
to a close. 
For several years, he 
stated, paper makers have been ab- 
sorbing losses on long contracts im- 
posed by these altering 
conditions 
and 
methods. 
Now, 
however, 
the 
point has been reached where 
the 
paper manufacturer cannot afford to 
assume these losses, and a readjust- 
ment in the field is necessary. 


Cause of Higher Prices. 


"The increased 
selling 
price of 
white paper,'' said Mr. Dillon. '*is 
due solely to the demands of natural 
conditions. 
These altering conditions 
have affected practically every other 
field of supply and^ demand, as the 
people well know. 
A number of the 
foremost causes which have demand- 
ed this price advance may be briefly 
enumerated, 


'•First, cost of labor has increased. 
Wages paid now are much 
higher 
than a few years ago. 


'^Second, cost of obtaining 
pulp 
wood has increased. 
Land on which 
cutting rights could be procured for 
five dollars an acre eight or nine 
years ago now calls for ten dollars 
an acre. 


"Third, there is a great increase 
In the cost of maintaining 
cutting 
crews in the woods. 
At one time 
men could be hired for work in the 
forests at from fifteen to sixteen dol- 
lars a week and board. 
Nov/ they 
must be paid from thirty to thirty- 
five dollars a week with their board 
provided. 
As to the food, there has 
been an increased cost, too. 
Bacon 
costs more. 
Cost of flour, molasses 
and beans has gone up. 
This means 
a big item of additional expense. 


''Fourth, the various mills are now 
required to use three shifts of men, 
where formerly but two shifts were 
employed. 
In addition, we are re- 
quired to assign more men than for- 
merly to handle the paper making 
machines, and this, too, ^ i t h an ad- 
vanced scale of wages in effect. 


'•Fifth, 
freight 
rates 
have ad- 
vanced. 
There is no need of com- 
ment here. 
The general public, as 
well as the manufacturer and dealer, 
knows what this means. 


Sixth, warehouse charges have ad- 
vanced, 
This 
has 
brought 
about 
another and important item of in- 
creased cost. 


Resources Kot Wasted, 


"Of all the timber cut in this coun- 
try less than five per cent, is used 
in making- wood pulp. 
The remain- 
der, or 
ninety-five per 
cent., goes 
chiefly to the lumberman. 
The tim- 
ber which we cut can, of course, be 
used for building as well as for pulp 
making purposes. 
Therefore, when 
the pulp-maker^ and the lumberman 
are competing for cutting rights in 
any district the man who owns the 
acres in question naturally takes ad- 
•)^antage of this combination and the 
price goes up. 
Jt is this condition 
which has advanced the cost of ob- 
taining pulp wood. 


"The company with which I am 
connected," 
continued 
Mr. Dillon, 
"owns 140,000 acres of timber land. 
Now, 
scientific 
investigation 
has 
$hown that if timber is cut under 
the regulations and rules advanced 
by the Forestry Department at Wash- 
ington 1000 acres will produce one 
ton of paper a day for—well, for 
eternity. 
Therefore if we had 450,- 
000 acres of timber land we would 
be enabled to meet our present out- 
put of 450 tons of j)aper,a 
day. 
Bo you can see we have a large .mar- 
gin beyond our actual requiremeiits. 


We need not cut ii single tree that 
is less than twelve inches in diameter 
breast hlRh, as the Forestry Depart- 
ment 
recommends. 
I merely 
cite 
thtise figures as one example to^dis- 
prove any charges that there 
has 
been a Wanton waste of forest re- 
sources." 


There has been much argument In 
various quarters that Congress should 
remove the duty on white paper fra^T 
Canada, it being held that this would 
relieve 
conditions 
in 
the United 
States. 
Mr. Dillon believes such a 
step would bring no relief whatever. 
Parliament enact an export duty on 
pulp 
logs. 
The American 
paper 
maker is not getting raw 
material 
from Canada because his field of sup- 
ply is exhausted. 
If such an export 
duty were Imposed there it would 
merely 
mean that tlie 
cutting in 
American forests would be Increased. 


"Then 
again, 
such a 
step on 
Canada's part would mean probably 
that American capital would 
cross 
the border and build its mills there, 
thus distributing its money -through 
payrolls in the Dominion rather than 
in the United States. 
That would not 
be a step of benefit to our own coun- 
try and its people. I believe." 


Mr. Dillon denied that 
arbitrary 
action through monopolistic control 
was in any way responsible for ad- 
vanced prices. .He said; 


"I want 
to say that 
the Great 
Northern Paper Company stands ut- 
terly alone. 
It has no condition or 
working agreement with any other 
papermaking company in the world. 


Conditions in Canada. 


"Paper made in Canada approxi- 
mates a volume but little in excess 
of the demand there," said he. "The 
price is only slightly below that here. 
Theve is now. of course, no duty, 
on pulp wood imported from the Do- 
minion. 
In Canada there is a wide- 
spread 
demand 
that the 
Canadian 
Monopolistic influence has nothing to 
do with the advanced selling price. 
Increased cost of production Is the 
sole factor which has brought this 
result. 


Trice of Newspapers. 


"I believe." concluded Mr. Dillon, 
"that instead of calling on Congress 
to remove the duty on white paper, 
the publishers of newspapers should 
assume the position of basing 
the 
selling price of their publications on 
the cost of raw material and manu- 
facturer 
involved. 
I 
believe 
that 
they stand on the same plane with 
any other purveyor who has goods to 
sell to the public and whose wares 
meet a public demand or necessity. 


"We. too, should like to secure 
our sulphur supplies at half the pres- 
ent cost. 
We should like to be able 
to purchase our pulp wood at half 
its present price. 
We should like to 
find it possible to buy other raw ma- 
terial at prices 
greatly below 
the 
level 
now 
prevailing."—From 
the 
New York Herald. 


PURE AIR FOR SLEEPERS,

Fumigation as Used to Destroy Germs 


of Disease. 


In an article on the disinfection of 
sleeping apartments, Professor Koe- 
nig, of Goettingen, says that at one 
time, while he was practicing medi* 
cine at Hanan, he suddenly discov- 
ered that his bedroom was thickly 
inhabited by bugs. 
A friend assured 
him that he could easily get rid of 
the pests, and proceeded to fumigate 
the apartments with corrosive subli- 
mate. 
- 


The success of the operation was 
gratifying, and when the room was 
opened 'the dead bodies of 
various 
kinds of insects were seen 
strewn 
about the 
floor. 
This incident led 
the 
writer 
to hope that the same 
means would be effectual in destroy- 
ing the infectious elements of contag- 
ious dieases, and a trial in private 
houses after scarlet fever or measles, 
and in hospitals after erysipelas gave 
most satisfactory results. 


Since adopting this method he has 
never seen a second case of a conta- 
gious disease which could be attrib- 
uted to infection remaining in the 
room in v/hich the patient had been 
confined. 
The mode of procedure is 
very simple. 
Tv/o ounces of corro- 
sive sublimate are put on a plate 
over a chafing dish, and then the win- 
dows 
and 
doors 
of the room are 
closed. 
At the expiration of three or 
four hours the windows are opened 
and 
the 
apartment 
is 
thoroughly, 
aired. 
The 
person 
entering 
the 
room should take the precaution to 
hold a sponge or a cloth over the 
mouth and nose in order not to in- 
hale the vapor. 
The following day. 
the windows are again closed, and 
some sulphur is burned in order to 
neutralize any of the mercurial fumes 
which may linger about the furniture 
and other articles. 
The room is then 
aired again and cleansed, and will 
then be ready for occupancy.—Phila- 
delphia Record. 


Clicwing Gum Justified. 


Persistent gum chewers will prob- 
ably feel that all their facial energy 
has not been wasted If it has pro- 
longed 
the production of- chewing 
gum until some real use has been dis- 
covered for that article. 
Two better 
uses 
have 
been found for It than 
merely as an object to distort 
the 
face in idleness. 
One use is as a tem- 
porary solder to stop sudden 
leaks 
until the tinsmith can remedy them. 
The other is as a preventive for sea- 
sickness. 
One 
traveler 
says 
she 
crossed the turbulent English Chan- 
nel well and in her right mind solely 
as a result of taking a little pepsin 
gum and chewing it in private.—Phil- 
adelphia Bulletin.

COW AND A GARDEN. 


Picturesque Features of Old Days at 


Army Posts. 


“There is one thing about army life 
nowadays and since the Spanish war” 
said an old 
officer 
recently, “that 
seems to be more pathetic than fun­ 
ny. 
When I went into the army there 
used to be company gardens at every 
post. There are none now. I haven’t 
seen one since I came 
home 
from 
Cuba. It 
is 
barely 
possible that 
somewhere, remote from tho 
more 
convenient posts, so mo company hav­ 
ing a prospect of remaining for two 
or three seasons has had tho courage 
to keep up the old custom and planted 
and hoed its garden. But if there is I 
don’t know where that happy 
com­ 
pany is. This 
is one of the 
things 
that go to explain 
the 
‘something 
wrong with the army.* 
The enlisted 
man in the old times 
was 
fond of 
fresh vegetables. 
Sensible 
captains 
and wise first 
sergeants 
got their 
heads together and laid out a good 
garden. 
Men were detailed to plant 
it and then to hoe it. Company feel­ 
ing ran high on the garden question 
and there were healthful rivalries in 
in garden making 
and tilling. 
The 
fine potatoes, big juicy ears of sweet 
corn, red ripe tomatoes, reverberant 
onions, toothsome peas 
and beans, 
and even ‘watermillions' and canta­ 
loupes that the boys used 
to raise 
were fit for tho gods on Olympus. 


“All that is gone, and with the com­ 
pany garden also has gone the com­ 
pany cow and the officers’ cow, too. 
There us*>d to be a time when the ver­ 
iest shavetail who dared to get mar­ 
ried kept a good cow. Out 
on the 
-plains there was 
grass galore. In 
some western posts you could keep a 
cow out on public grass nearly every 
month in the round year. When the 
word came »to pull up and move sta­ 
tion there was little trouble in selling 
a good cow, either to the troops who 
wore coming I h or to some nearoy set­ 
tler. In those days we could live bet­ 
ter and cheaper and there was solid 
satisfaction in producing that part of 
tho table supplies. Now with the in­ 
crease of the army since the Spanish 
war, there aro too many officers who 
came from city life and aro as help­ 
less as quartermasters and 
commis­ 
saries as babes in swaddling clothes. 


“The old sergeants are now fewer 
and farther 
between. Flush 
times 
and low relative pay give us a rather 
lower class of men in the ranks, and 
the old time zeal In garden work is 
gone. Besides, the prospect of going 
to Cuba 
or 
the Philippines 
on a 
week's notice in midseason crushes 
out all desire to garden. Then, too, 
the posts 
are growing 
bigger and 
there is not so much ground available. 
A good acre of rich western land used 
to provide fresh veg ¿tables for a com­ 
pany. I reinemher a remarkably fine 
garden my company had once at Leav­ 
enworth. Now there would 
have to 
be forty gardens there. Our men in 
the Philippines do not try to garden. 
Our vegetables are a delusion there. 
Thpy start and grow, but do jiot pro­ 
duce”— From the 
Army aatj 
Navy 
Journal. 


Dr. Charles A. Eastman of Amherst 
is nearing the completion of one of the 
most remarkable tasks undertaken by 
a citizen of the United States. 


This task was the seemingly almost 
impossible one of giving family names 
to some 30,000 or more Indians. 


Dr. Eastman is himself a full-blbod* 
ed Sioux and i3 a graduate of Dart­ 
mouth College of the Class of 1887 and 
of Boston University Medical school. 
His Indian name was Ahiysea. 


The necessity for this work is large­ 
ly because of the fact that tho allot­ 
ment of lands makes it particularly 
desirable that family names be as­ 
signed to the Indians, so that deeds 
can be given and records made, The 
demands of modern, civilization in 
many other respects make it highly 
desirable that such names of “Afraid- 
of-a-Bear,” 
“Rain-in-the-Face,’’ 
etc., 
should give way to regular family 
names. 


Dr. Eastman is a native of the state 
of Minnesota and is 59 years old, 
though one would hardly credit him 
with such years. 
lie bears all the 
characteristics of an Indian, tall and 
straight, and is a most striking fig­ 
ure. 


He received his appointment four 
years ago. 
The matter of renaming 
tho Indians has been considered dur­ 
ing several administrations, but no 
systematic work was 
begun 
until 
Roosevelt’s administration began. The 
president became particularly inter­ 
ested in this matter. He gave his per­ 
sonal attention to it, and Dr. Eastman 
then received the appointment to do 
the work. 


Tho Indians own much land and 
property, but not having a family sur­ 
name it became difficult to transfer 
such property. 


To some extent a renaming had been 
carried on by missionaries and Indian 
agents, but no systematic work was 
done until Dr. Eastman took the mat­ 
ter in charge. 


Dr. Eastman is a particularly inter­ 
esting man to meet. 
He is quaintly 
original, lives in a modest cottage 
house, has a library well-filled with 
good reading and reference books. He 
enjoys a fireplace and has the walls 
of his den decorated with the many 
souvenirs he has secured in the In­ 
dian country. 


He married Elaine Goodale, the well- 
•known poetess and former teacher 
and supervisor of Indian schools. Five 
pretty girls and one boy make up his 
family. If not for his bronzed features 
one would take Dr. Eas‘man for a ty­ 
pical hospitable New Englander. 
He 
Is interesting to talk with, much in­ 
terested in his work and outskopen and 
determined in his tastes. 


A few evenings ago a Sunday Post 
representative met him 
before 
the 
cheerful fireplace of his Cottcge street 
home. “Yes, I’m happy in my hom e- 
happy in my work," he said. 


“My work is done in the summer 
during the four or five months of 
warm weather. Usually I take up a res­ 
ervation and endeavor 
to cover 
it 
thoroughly in one season unless it is a 
large one. 


“I overhaul the land records cf the 
various families and also take a cen­ 
sus so that no one will cscape me. In 
many instances I even revise 
the 
names of Indians who have b?en dead 
15 or 25 years, because they owned 
tracts of land that are not transfer­ 
able for 25 years. 


“In renaming my principal idea is 
to eliminate names that are loo long, 
and the system I follow is to select 
tho shortest name of the generation— 
from the grandfather down. 


“When I have the surname de er- 
mined upon I then attach the Chiistian 
name of each member of the family. 
Practically all Indians under 35 have 
been to school 
and 
have Christian 
names. 


“As a rule the Indians lake kindly 
to this work. 


“Many names symbolize by 
some 
gesture or act of animal or bird an ex­ 
ploit or a characteristic. ‘Bear-Look- 
ing-Around* recognizes the alertness of 
some ancestor symbolized by a bear 
that was watchful as to what was go­ 
ing on about him. 
^ 


"English equivalents consisting of 
two words are commonly united iu one. 


“The Indian of today is 50 percent, 
and even more, better, as far as busi­ 
ness is concerned than 10 years ago. 
But he is In sort of a transitory state, 
and civilization is being sort of forced 
upon him in such a way that it give3 
him too much indoor 
and 
business 
life, which ho is never used to, and 
which has overthrown to ati extent his 
physical strength. 
He has 
inherited 
that ability to develop, but his new 
environment makes him feeble. 


“To go back to the Indian," the 
doctor said reflectively; “as 
I know 
the two races, the 
white 
and 
the 
red, I am certain they do not know 
that the Indian is an untutored wild 
man, and that he does not believe in 
civilization. 
Tho Indian looks at the 
white man as a man of labor and in­ 
dustry, and that is all he sees;- 
he 
doesn’t look at the artistic side—his 
books, music, etc. One is the opposite 
of the other and neither race under­ 
stands the principles of the other. 


“The Indian believes that every man 
is equal and should enjoy everything 
equally, that all have an equal right 
to exist. The Indian has tho greatest 
admiration for any animal that shows 
an ability for outwitting man or other 
animals, and that accounts for many 
of the strange Indian names. The In­ 
dian believes war is an instrument of 
the Groat Mystery. 


“An Indian cannot be born great In 
the eyes of his tribesmen. 
All 
the 
glory and honor he can have is that 
which he wins in contest or in the 
chase. 
Though his ancestors may be 
great, he does not receive their name 
until he has earned it."—From 
the 
Boston Post. 


SPORT ROYAL. 


How Pheasants Are Shot In England 
and Elsewhere. 


Kaiser Wilhelm has been doing a 
little hunting lately during his stay 
in England, and the report now comes 
that the other day, during a pheasant 
drive at Windsor, he bagged no less 
than 700 
birds. Inasmuch 
as 
he 
shoots with only one hand, with guns 
of especially light weight, manufac­ 
tured for him, this record is regarded 
as phenomenal. But over in Germany 
such doings are better understood and 
create less interest. It is the usual 
thing for the Kaiser to bring in the 
biggest bag of the day. Indeed, no 
one who is aware of the etiquette of 
the field dares to approach his record. 
Once in a while some stranger to the 
unwritten law of the coverts blunders 
ahead and kills more birds than the 
Kaiser, and then he finds that he has 
become persona 
non 
grata. He is 
never again included in 
the list of 
guests at a royal shoot. Inasmuch as 
the Kaiser shoots on the preserves of 
his titled subjects, quite as much as 
on his own, it is Incumbent upon his 
hosts to keep a close watch upon the 
performances of their other guests. It 
is good form to miss, bad form to hit 
tod often. There are -whispers, too, of 
keepers doing things to the

that would make a Tammany election 
clerk green with envy. 


Seven hundred pheasants 
in one 
day! 
That is called sport over in 
England. A crowd of men advance in 
a long line across a wide estate, which 
has been carefully preserved 
from 
poachers for months and where the 
birds have been fed and tended and 
almost tamed. Beaters 
go through 
the bushes ahead of the gunners and 
scare up tho 
creatures. Then 
the 
slaughter begins. 
He is a bad shot

Musical Vegetables. 


Paris was invaded lately by a Bel­ 
gian band known as the Cookery Acad­ 
emy. 


This band, which is forty strong, is 
not composed of cooks, but of philan­ 
thropists. It is a group of young men 
and girls who use their spare time for 
the collection of funds for charitable 
purposes. 


They wear a quaint mediaeval cos­ 
tume, and their instruments have the 
forms of vegetables of all kinds and 
of immense knives, forks and spoons. 


The academy has collected £8000 
for various charitable objects within 
the last two months. They 
paraded 
Paris two days on behalf of the con­ 
scripts whose two years* service is 
just beginning.—London Express. 


That the Increased cost of white 
paper, which is causing much dis­ 
cussion among publishers of one cent 
newspapers, is due solely to natural 
and logical causes and in no way 
to arbitrary action on the part of 
monopolistic interests was asserted 
yesterday by William B. Dillon, vice- 
president 
of the Great 
Northern 
Paper Company, who is recognized 
as among the foremost authorities 
on American 
paper manufacturing. 
In a statement to the Herald he dis­ 
cussed the entire problem in its many 
varied phases. 
This company is the 
largest single producer of paper in 
the world, except the International 
Paper Company with its more than a 
score of mills. 


Mr. Dillon advanced the conten­ 
tion that, with the present trend of 
conditions, 
newspaper 
publishers 
should base the- price of their publi­ 
cations on the cost of raw material 
used, just as does the manufacturer 
in any section of the industrial field. 
The newspaper publisher, he assert­ 
ed, is literally a purveyor to the pub­ 
lic in practically the same way as the 
proprietor of a general store or any 
dealer who sells wares that meet a 
public demand or necessity. 


Under conditions which have been 
caused by the progress of recent 
years Mr. Dillon believes that the 
day of cheap newspaper* is drawing 
to a close. 
For several years, he 
stated, paper makers have been ab­ 
sorbing losses on long contracts im­ 
posed by these altering conditions 
and methods. 
Now, 
however, the 
point has been reached where the 
paper manufacturer cannot afford to 
assume these losses, and a readjust­ 
ment in the field is necessary. 


Cause of Higher Prices. 


“The increased 
selling 
price of 
white paper," said Mr. Dillon, “is 
due solely to the demands of natural 
conditions. These altering conditions 
have affected practically every other 
field of supply and. demand, as the 
people well know. 
A number of the 
foremost causes which have demand­ 
ed this price advance may be briefly 
enumerated. 


“First, cost of labor has increased. 
Wages paid now are much higher 
than a few years ago. 


“Second, cost of obtaining pulp 


wood has increased. 
Land on which 


cutting rights could be procured for 
five dollars an acre eight or nine 
years ago now calls for ten dollars 
an acre. 


“Third, there is a great increase 
In the cost of maintaining cutting 
crews in the woods. 
At one time 
men could be hired for work in the 
forests at from fifteen to sixteen dol­ 
lars a week and board. 
Nov/ they 
must be paid from thirty to thirty- 
five dollars a week with their board 
provided. 
As to the food, there has 
been an increased cost, too. 
Bacon 
costs more. 
Cost of flour, molasses 
and beans has gone up. 
This means 
a big item of additional expense. 


“Fourth, the various mills are now 
required to use three shifts of men, 
where formerly but two shifts were 
employed. 
In addition, we are re­ 
quired to assign more men than for­ 
merly to handle the paper making 
machines, and this, too, with an ad­ 
vanced scale of wages in effect. 


“Fifth, 
freight 
rates 
have ad­ 
vanced, 
There is no need of com­ 
ment here. 
The general public, as 
well as the manufacturer and dealer, 
knows what this means. 


Sixth, warehouso charges have ad­ 
vanced. 
This 
has 
brought 
about 
another and important item of in­ 
creased cost. 


Resources Not Wasted, 


"Of all the timber cut in this coun­ 
try less than five per cent, is used 
in making- wood pulp. 
The remain­ 
der, or 
ninety-five per 
cent., goes 
chiefly to the lumberman, 
The tim­ 
ber which we cut can, of course, be 
used for building as well as for pulp 
making purposes. 
Therefore, when 
the pulp-maker% and the lumberman 
are competing for cutting rights in 
any district the man who owns the 
acres in question naturally takes ad­ 
vantage of this combination and the 
price goes up. 
It is this condition 
which has advanced the cost of ob­ 
taining pulp wood. 


“The company with which I am 
connected," 
continued 
Mr. Dillon, 
“owns 140,000 acres of timber land! 
Now, 
scientific 
investigation 
has 
shown that if timber is cut under 
the regulations and rules advanced 
by the Forestry Department at Wash­ 
ington 1000 acres will produce one 
ton of paper a day for—well, for 
eternity. 
Therefore if we had 450,- 
000 acres of timber land we would 
be enabled to meet our present out­ 
put of 450 tons of .paper 4 a day. 
Bo you can see we have a large .mar­ 
gin beyond our actual requirements. 


We need not cut a single tree that 
Is less than twelve inches in diameter 
breast high, as the Forestry Depart­ 
ment 
recommends. 
I merely 
cite 
these figures as one example to^dis- 
prove any charges that there has 
been a Wanton waste of forest re­ 
sources.” 


There has been much argument in 
various quarters that Congress should 
remove the duty on white paper fr&xr 
Canada, it being held that this would 
relieve 
conditions 
in 
the United 
States. 
Mr. Dillon believes such a 
step would bring no relief whatever. 
Parliament enact an export duty on 
pulp 
logs. 
The American 
paper 
maker is not getting raw material 
from Canada because his field of sup­ 
ply is exhausted. 
If such an export 
duty were imposed there it would 
merely 
mean that the 
cutting in 
American forests would be increased. 


"Then 
again, 
such a 
step on 
Canada’s part would mean probably 
that American capital would cross 
the border and build its mills there, 
thus distributing its money through 
payrolls in the Dominion rather than 
in the United States. That would not 
be a step of benefit to our own coun­ 
try and its people, I believe." 


Mr. Dillon denied that arbitrary 
action through monopolistic control 
was in any way responsible for ad­ 
vanced prices. .He said; 


“I want 
to say that 
the Great 
Northern Paper Company stands ut­ 
terly alone. 
It has no condition or 
working agreement with any other 
papermaking company in the world. 


Conditions in Canada. 


"Paper made in Canada approxi­ 
mates a volume but little in excess 
of the demand there," said he, “The 
price is only slightly below that here. 
Theve is now, of course, no duty 
on pulp wood imported from the Do­ 
minion. 
In Canada there is a wide­ 
spread demand that the Canadian 
Monopolistic Influence has nothing to 
do with the advanced selling price. 
Increased cost of production is the 
sole factor which has brought this 
result. 


Price of Newspaper». 


“I believe," concluded Mr. Dillon, 
“that instead of calling on Congress 
to remove the duty on white paper, 
the publishers of newspapers should 
assume the position of basing the 
selling price of their publications on 
the cost of raw material and manu­ 
facturer involved. 
I believe 
that 
they stand on the same plane with 
any other purveyor who has goods to 
sell to the public and whose wares 
meet a public demand or necessity. 


“We, too, should like to secure 
our sulphur supplies at half the pres­ 
ent cost. 
We should like to be able 
to purchase our pulp wood at half 
its present price. 
We should like to 
find it possible to buy other raw ma­ 
terial at prices greatly below the 
level 
now prevailing."— From the 
New York Herald.

Fnmigation as Used to Destroy Germs 


of Disease. 


In an article on the disinfection of 
sleeping apartments, Professor Koe­ 
nig, of Goettingen, says that at one 
time, while he was practicing medi* 
cine at Hanan, he suddenly discov­ 
ered that his bedroom was thickly 
inhabited by bugs. 
A friend assured 
him that he could easily get rid of 
the pests, and proceeded to fumigate 
the apartments with corrosive subli­ 
mate. 


The success of the operation was 
gratifying, and when the room was 
opened ’the dead bodies of various 
kinds of insects were seen strewn 
about the floor. 
This incident led 
the writer to hope that the same 
means would be effectual in destroy­ 
ing the infectious elements of contag­ 
ious dieases, and a trial in private 
houses after scarlet fever or measles, 
and in hospitals after erysipelas gave 
most satisfactory results. 


Since adopting this method he has 
never seen a second case of a conta­ 
gious disease which could be attrib­ 
uted to infection remaining in the 
room in which the patient had been 
confined. 
The mode of procedure is 
very simple. 
Two ounces of corro­ 
sive sublimate are put on a plate 
over a chafing dish, and then the win­ 
dows and door3 of the room are 
closed. 
At the expiration of three or 
four hours the window's aro opened 
and the apartment is thoroughly, 
aired. 
The 
person 
entering 
the 
room should take the precaution to 
hold a sponge or a cloth over the 
mouth and nose in order not to in­ 
hale the vapor. 
The following day. 
the windows are again closed, and 
some sulphur is burned in order to 
neutralize any of the mercurial fumes 
which may linger about the furniture 
and other articles. 
The room is then 
aired again and cleansed, and will 
then be ready for occupancy.—Phila­ 
delphia Record.

Joogan 
to 
spread rumors that should he be al- 
lowed to grow up he would 
become 
the anti-Christ and bring untold woe 
upon tho peasants. 


On July 30 the "prophet" called a 
meeting of the 30 richest peasants in 
the district, to whom he 
explained 
that if the boy was killed they Nvould 
be made happy and prosperous 
and 
the village would bccome the capital 
of tho country. 


It was agreed to sacrifice the child. 
Tavo days later tho "Saint" gave or- 
ders to the men, took an icon in his 
hand and distributed lighted candles 


s 


among his' followers. 


He headed 
tho procession to 
tho 
child^s home at 11 o'clock 
at night 
and demanded that the parents should 
hand tho boy over as he wanted to 
pray with him. 


The "prophet" washed 
the 
yoimg- 
ster. saying prayers meanwhile, 
and 
then choked him by placing his foot 
on his neck, in front of the parents. 


Subsequently 
ho ordered the 
awe- 
strickon 
father to help him to 
tear 
the child to piecos. and as tho man re- 
fused the body was mutilated with a 
hatchet. 


The remains were put into a basket, 
which was fixed to the tail of a white 
mare. 


The "Saint" mounted the horse and 
declared that it was the will of God 
that the body should be buried at a 
spot where the horse should voluntar- 
ily stop. 


The horse v/as started, and the peas- 
ants, still burning their candles, fol- 
lowed. 


At a certain point the animal halt- 
ed and the remains wore buried with 
the hatchet and tho basket. 


The police, hearing of the 
occur- 
rence. arrested 2S men, including the 
"Saint." and all 
are now 
awaiting 
trial.—Baltimore Sun.

AFRICAN OSTRICH 
INDUSTRY, 


An Account of the Methods by Which 
It Is Conducted and Its Value. 


Consul R. B. Mosher of Port Eliza- 
beth contributes tho following account 
of the growth of tho ostrich feather 
trade of South Africa: 


The ostrich is the largest of exist- 
ing birds, reaching seven 
or 
eight 
feet in height, and 
300 
pounds 
in 
w^eipht. 
There 
were 
formerly 
many 
ostriches in Asia and Africa, and ovf^n 
yet wild birds abound in diminishing 
numbers in the unsettled parts of Af- 
rica north of tho Vaal and Orange riv- 
ers. 
They are alert, w\iry and timid, 
and in full flight are said 
to cover 
twenty-five feet at a stride. 
They arc 
captured 
by moans 
of pU falls. 'In 
breeding they form family parties con- 
sisting of one male and several fe- 
males. 
The latter la> 
fifty 
or sixty 
eggs in a shallow depression surround- 
ed by 
a slight 
rampart 
of 
earth. 
Some of tho eggs are devoured by tho 
male, others are given to tho young. 
The brood generally amounts to twen« 
ty or thirty. 


Young birds were 
first 
inclosed in 
1S57. but there were only 
cighl> in 
captivity in 1SG5. 
They 
were 
first 
hatched in incubators in ISiîO. There 
were 21.751 domesticated ostriches in 
Capo Colony in 1S75. 237.9G0 in 1S07 
and 358,370 according to tho last cni- 
sus, valued at from £ 2 10s. (Jl'J.lG) 
to £500 ($2,433.25) each. 


The farms combine 
ostriches and 
cattle in wooded districts and ostrich- 
es and sheep where grass grows, are 
very profitable. 
Tho number of em- 
ployes seldom exceed thirty per farm. 
Tho breeding camps, each of about 25 
acres, inclosed by wire fenccs five feet 
high (the ostrich cannot 
jump) con- 
tain usually one cock and two hens. 
Tlie cock bird is always 
dangerous, 
but has little sense and can be easily 
warded off by means of a long thorn 
bush. 
If a pronged stick be pressed 
against his throat, he will press for- 
ward instead of retreating, and 
can 
thus be led about. 


Breeding is usually done by incuba- 
tion. 
Tho 
birds 
are 
fed daily 
and 
are not disturbed in any way. 
\Vhen 
born they are the size of a chickcn, 
but grow rapidly, and in six months 
are nearly as large as the 
parents. 
Chicks are jilaced in camp.-' of about 
100 acres, where they are cared for 
by a native herder and fed on hicerne 
(green 
alfalfa) and 
other 
succulent 
plants, corn, pebbles and broken bone, 
and given plenty of water. 
Old birds 
are given tho same kind of food. Their 
principal enemy is tho jackal, which is 
destroyed by poison. 
For the tails of 
jackals caught there is a bounty of 
$1.82 each. 
A 
pair of birds breeds 
once a year and hatches about twenty 
eggs; but in Africa a trio of birds has 
produced in a single year 
ISS eggs, 
from which 133 young 
were 
raised. 
When fully grown they are alloAved to 
run in camps.^of 2000 to 3000 acres, 
some twenty acres being allowed for 
each bird. 


The wing feathers of the male bird 
are called "whites." and of the femalo 
are called "femina," tho tail feathers 
of both 
birds 
are 
called 
"boos;" 
blacks and drabs are the two rows of 
wing and body feathers of the 
male 
and female respectively. 
The 
feath- 
ers are cut or plucked once or tv/ice a 
year, yielding from $7.50 for low-grade 
birds to $130 for good birds 
per an- 
num. the highest authenticated 
yield 
for a bird 
being $150. 
The 
plumes 
from the wing and 
tail of the 
full- 
rown male bird are the most valua- 
o-r 
ble. 
There is a marked difference in 
the feathers from the several districts 
of 
Capo 
Colony. 
The 
oudtshoorn 
feather is of abnormal length, reach- 
ing 29 1-2 inchcs or more, and lacks 
the compactness and the richncss of 
the flue possessed by the MiddU'burg 
and Bedford types. 


Feathers of the wild bird are ci:;- 
and greasy, with a long 
(luill.^^ The 
efforts of Soutn AfricauJ)n edors an» 
directed to a systTOi of^selection in 
breeding, 
by which the ^;ze 
of the 
quill is reduced and the ric-hno&s of

On July 30 the “prophet** called a 
meeting of the 30 richest peasants in 
the district, to whom he 
explained 
that if the boy was killed they would 
be made happy and prosperous and 
the village would become the capital 
of the country. 


It was agreed to sacrifice the child. 
Two days later the •’Saint” gave or­ 
ders to the men, took an icon in his 
hand and distributed lighted candles 


s 


among his' followers. 


I-Ie headed 
the procession to the 
child’s home at 11 o’clock 
at night 
and demanded that the parents should 
hand the boy over as he wanted to 
pray with him. 


The “prophet” washed the young­ 
ster, saying prayers meanwhile, and 
then choked him by placing his foot 
on his neck, in front of the parents. 


Subsequently he ordered the awe- 
stricken father to help him to tear 
the child to pieces, and as the man re­ 
fused the body was mutilated with a 
hatchet. 


The remains were put into a basket, 
which was fixed to the tail of a white 
mare. 


The “Saint” mounted the horse and 
declared that it was the will of God 
that the body should be buried at a 
spot where the horse should voluntar­ 
ily stop. 


The horse was started, and the peas­ 
ants, still burning their candles, fol­ 
lowed. 


At a certain point the animal halt­ 
ed and the remains wore buried with 
the hatchet and the basket. 


The police, hearing of the 
occur­ 
rence, arrested 2S men, including the 
“Saint.” and all 
are now 
awaiting 
trial.—Baltimore Sun.

AFRICAN OSTRICH INDUSTRY. 


An Account of the Method* by Which 
It Is Conducted and It« Value. 


Consul R. B. Mosher of Port Elisa­ 
beth contributes the following account 
of the growth of the ostrich feather 
trade of South Africa: 


The ostrich is the largest of exist­ 
ing birds, reaching seven 
or 
eight 
feet in height, and 
300 
pounds 
in 
weiplit. 
There were formerly many 
ostriches in Asia and Africa, and oven 
yet wild birds abound in diminishing 
numbers in the unsettled parts of Af­ 
rica north of the Vaal and Orange riv­ 
ers. 
They are alert, wary and timid, 
and in full flight arc said 
to cover 
twenty-five feet at a stride. 
They are 
captured by means 
of pitfalls. ‘In 
breeding they form family parties con­ 
sisting of one male and several fe­ 
males. 
The latter lay fifty 
or sixty 
eggs in a shallow depression surround­ 
ed by 
a slight 
ram part 
of earth. 
Some of the eggs are devoured by the 
male, others are given to the young. 
The brood generally amounts to twen­ 
ty or thirty. 


Young birds were first inclosed in 
1S57, but there were only 
cight> in 
captivity in 1SG5. 
They 
were 
first 
hatched in incubators in lSi»9. There 
were 21,751 domesticated ostriches in 
Cape Colony in 1S75, 237,900 in 1807 
and 358,370 according to the last cen­ 
sus, valued at from £ 2 10s. ($12.10) 
to £500 ($2,433.25) each. 


The farms combine 
ostriches and 
cattle in wooded districts and ostrich­ 
es and sheep where grass grows, are 
very profitable. 
The number of em­ 
ployes seldom exceed thirty per farm. 
The breeding camps, each of about 25 
acres, inclosed by wire fenccs five feet 
high (the ostrich cannot 
jump) con­ 
tain usually one cock and two hens. 
The cock bird is always dangerous, 
but has little sense and can be easily 
warded off by means of a long thorn 
bush. 
If a pronged stick be pressed 
against his throat, he will press for­ 
ward instead of retreating, and 
can 
thus be led about. 


Breeding is usually done by incuba­ 
tion. 
The birds are fed daily and 
are not disturbed in any way. 
When 
born they are the size of a chicken, 
but grow rapidly, and in six months 
are nearly as large as the 
parents. 
Chicks are placed in camp.-* of about 
100 acres, where they are cared for 
by a native herder and fed on lucerne 
(green alfalfa) and other succulent 
plants, corn, pebbles and broken bone, 
and given plenty of water. 
Old birds 
are given the same kind of food. Their 
principal enemy is the jackal, which is 
destroyed by poison. 
For the tails of 
jackals caught there is a bounty of 
$1.S2 each. 
A 
pair of birds breeds 
once a year and hatches about twenty 
eggs; but in Africa a trio of birds has 
produced in a single year 
1SS eggs, 
from which 133 young 
were raised. 
When fully grown they are allowed to 
run in cainps^of 2000 to 3000 acres, 
some twenty acres being allowed for 
each bird. 


The wing feathers of the male bird 
are called “whites.” and of the female 
are called “femina,” the tail feathers 
of both 
birds 
are 
called “boos;” 
blacks and drabs are the two rows of 
wing and body feathers of the male 
and female respectively. 
The feath­ 
ers are cut or plucked once or tv/ice a 
year, yielding from $7.50 for low-grade 
birds to $130 for good birds 
per an­ 
num, the highest authenticated yield 
for a bird 
being $150. 
The 
plumes 
from the wing and 
tail of the 
full- 
grown male bird are the most valua­ 
ble. 
There is a marked difference in 
the feathers from the several districts 
of 
Cape 
Colony. 
The 
oudtshoorn 
feather is of abnormal length, reach­ 
ing 29 1-2 inches or more, and lacks 
the compactness and the richness of 
the flue possessed by the MiddUburg 
and Bedford types.

Tests Vaccination Law. 


Pennsylvania school directors and teach­ 
ers who hereafter violate tho compulsory 
•pbool vaccination law by admitting un- 
vaccinated children to schools will be pun- 
:fhed, by State Health Commissioner Dix- 
<¥* to tho full extent of the law. 


Agents of the state department of health 
Jtitve already secured sufficient evidence 
against a number of school authorities to 
jaetify Commissioner Dixon in immediate­ 
ly proceeding against them. 


Suita for conspiracy to prevent the en- . 
forcemenfc of the law were instituted 
Hr the commissioner Thursday before a 
Harrisburg alderman, against the school 
^rectors, a clergyman and other promi- 
i*mfc residents of Jackson township, Dau­ 
phin county. 


This is the first suit of the kind to be 
brought under this act, and it is proposed 
tf make.a test case of it. The school au­ 
thorities^ this township, like many oth­ 
ers in the State, have persistently refused 
ty debar unvaccinated children from tho 
»fhools.
